Treasurers Report. 

The tax payers of Northfield have every reason to be satisfied 
with the general management of Town affairs for the last few 
years. Loaded down, in 1872, with a debt of nearly $30,000 ; car- 
rying a grinding interest account of $1,800, yearly, in addition to 
other current expenses, the out-look was far from encouraging if 
not positively gloomy. The payment of more than one-third part 
of this indebtedness since March, 1874, has created a more hopeful 
feeling and has satisfied the most doubtful that the balance of our 
bonded liability can be duly cancelled, and, at the same time re- 
duce, still farther, the rate of taxation. 

Another and important result has been achieved. ‘The Town has 
been redeemed from that condition which caused, in many, a 
strong inclination to,sell out and leave, notwithstanding our natural 
advantages in soil, water-power, and climate. The general im- 
provement that is apparent in, every School District in fences, 
buildings, and farms, establishes the fact of large progress when 
compared with the ‘Northfield of tett years ago. A very import- 
ant result seems to date from the time of the general and complete . 
examination of our Town Records by Messrs. Ballantyne, Cilley, 
and Smith. From a state of general indifference in regard to ex- 
penditures, a strong inclination now exists to examine ever 
paid out, with the why and the wherefore. Full Tow 
are demanded, and every entry is criticised in almost ¢ 
hold; and, in this connection, we venture the assé 
Report of 1879 will not show a payment that will not 
lenge the closest scrutiny. h Pi. 

The rapid reduction of our debt to $18,300. in Bouts leaving 
our net indebtedness about $17,600. speaks well for the temper 
of the tax-payers, the ability,of the pele tneny and the faithfulness 
of the Collectors. 

It would seem proper to continue to provide a fund to protect 
the Bonds that mature in 1883, viz: $6,100. It is the opinion of 
‘ the Treasurer, ‘and agreed with by the Selectmen, that a reduction 
of from $500 to $800 in taxation may by assumed the present 
year. The premises on which this opinion is based are general

ones, and the result may be qualified by additions of extraordinary 
expenses. 

The Treasurer congratulates the citizens of Northfield that for 
- the first time in twenty-five years every note against the Town is 
paid ; that $1,700 of its bonded debt is cancelled. That they are 
the owners of a good and substantial Town House. That their 
bridges, as well as highways, were never in better condition. 
That taxation can be reduced, and that over $8,o00 of indebted- 
ness has been paid since 1875. 

This gratifying exhibit has not been attained by mere drifting 
and luck. Both plan and purpose, executed by experience and 
capacity for six years have produced their legitimate effects. 

A careful examination shows that the entire amounts committed 
to the Collectors referred to below, have been realized into, about 
two per cent. up to the present year. 

Our financial standing of to-day is not only largely owing to the 
response of the tax-payers, but, also, to the successful collection of 
taxes by the late, and esteemed, Capt. Cilley, and Dea. G. S. 
Abbott ; as well as by the faithful and competent discharge of all 
the duties pertaining to the respective boards of Selectmen who 
have done credit to themselves as well as to the Town. Let us 
continue to do well.

Since our Report, one year ago, the schools in this district have 
been as prosperous and successful as could be reasonably ex- 
pected, and under the instruction of Miss Lizzie A. Nelson and 
Miss Lizzie A. Chase, in the Grammar and Primary schools, re- 
spectively. 


All that needs to be said of the Primary school is to simply re- 
mark, that during the year there has been no lack of the old time 
interest and active industry in the school-room. 


The progress has been marked, the thoroughness, and discipline 
most excellent. 


The Grammar department has been under the charge of a very 
able, patient, and thorough teacher. ‘The discipline during the 
last term; more particularly, was quite satisfactory. 


It was pleasant to the Board, as well as to the teachers, to see

Superintending School Committee. 
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To THE SELECTMEN AND CITIZENS OF NORTHFIELD : 


In compliance with the law, I submit the following Annual 
Report of our district schools : 

I am pleased to be able to report a growing interest, on the 
part of parents and adults, in the welfare of the common schools, 
as shown in many of the districts by the largely increased visitors’ 
list in the school registers. 

Your Prudential Committees have been remarkably successful in 
their choice of teachers. There has been no dissatisfaction ex- 
pressed against any teacher employed. 

If the Committees would oblige their teachers to comply with 
the law in regard to making out and returning the School Regis- 
ter before paying them, and by so doing, expend the school money 
legally, instead of paying the teacher as soon, or before, the last 
night of school, it would be much better. Under the present 
method of doing, many of the Registers are very imperfectly 
filledsAs a whole, our teachers have been well qualified to fill the 
3 they have occupied. 

reat lack of our schools has been in the itter want of uni- 
in Text Books, and proper appliances in the school- 
such as maps, globes, black-boards, &c. 

With the concurrence of the Selectmen, we have placed a 
copy of Hitchcock’s Map of New Hampshire in each school. I 
trust that good will result from this small beginning, and that it may 
only prove a commencement of a better-state of things. | 

During the summer vacation the school-house in District No. 5, 
was nicely repaired and painted and now is the best in Town. 
Other districts would do well to follow this example, and so lessen , 
the children’s doctor’s bills.

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‘To TEACHERS. 


It is not a good plan to crowd yourselves with so much other 
business that you have no time to procure that disagreeable, but 
necessary document, a certificate, before you assume your posi- 
tion in the school-room. In applying for a certificate it. may be 
just a shade better, if you have taught before, to inform the Super- 
intendent that it will hardly be necessary to question you, as you 
are an old teacher and have passed so many examinations ; then 
name over a few of your examiners, to give it weight, you know. 
If the Superintendent is a little modest, it may prevent his asking 
questions on topics that you have forgotten about. 

It is better, perhaps, to take a passenger wagon, or hay rack, 
and fill it with your friends and relatives, then insist on their wait- 
ing outside while you are examined; of course the Superinten- 
dent will see the propriety of shortening the examination, and will, 
if he is unsophisticated. A word to the wise is sufficient.
